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compel him to change his system or 
go out of business. To what shall he 
change? How shall he go about it? 
What type of farming is likely to 
prove more profitable than the kind he 
is now following? What additional 
capital is necessary to institute a new 
aud better system? These are the 
questions that confront him. They are 
difficult to answer With pencil and 
paper in hand he may estimate the re- 
turns tha^may reasonably be expected 
by introducing more crops that build 
up the land, by growing more of the 
crop that Is bringing him in the great- 
est amount of money, by giving more 
attention to the live stock that has 
been found to pay best and the like. 

If in these calculations he meets 
with difficulty because of a lack of 
definite information as to what may be 
reasonably expected when improved 
methods are applied in the culture of 
a crop or in the handling of stock he 
may write to the agricultural college 
or the board of agriculture or the agri- 
cultural experiment station of his own 
; or to the pnited States depart- 
t of agriculture for help. It Is 
the business of thes» institutions to 
discover and gather facts relative 'to 
the science, practice and business of 
agriculture for the benefit of the farm- 
and particularly for the farmer who 
ints to improve his methods of farm- 
». The agricultural press also un- 
dertakes to aid the farmer in the so- 
lution of problems of this character. 

n addition to these sources, a few- 
private firms have been established 
whose business it Is to furnish expert 
advice on farm management for a con- 
sideration. 
Not always, however, are the institu- 
ions just mentioned prepared to give 
the farmer information on a plan cov- 
rlng his whole farm. The expert 
dairyman cares to give advice oniy on 
dairying, the entomologist only on in- 
and spraying, the agronomist 
on field crops, the pathologist 
on plant diseases, the shepherd 
on sheep. Not many care to at- 
tempt to co-ordinate all the manifold 
interests of the farm into a single 
comprehensive farm plan, and yet this 

every day of his life if he would get 
the most out of his farm and make 
farming pay. 

The farmer Is not simply a corn 
farmer or a wheat grower or a cattle 
breeder or a sheep breeder or a poul- 
try raiser, but often all of these and 
more combined. His farm, therefore, 
must be planned with reference to all 
of these operations and the harmoni- 
ous dovetailing together of the differ- 
ent parts. In replanning his farm for 
profit the farmer must see all these 
different problems in a comprehensive 
wav at the outset, omit the features 



firm— not necessarily detailed direc- 
tions for farming, for it would be as 
difficult to tell a man how to farm as 
It is to tell him how to succeed In law, 
but rather to furnish him a compre- 
hensive plan for managing bis farm, 
corresponding in a way to the plan 
furnished by the architect to a builder 
It is often said that a farm cannot 
be planned as other kinds of business 
are; that the vicissitudes of weather, 
the visitations of insect pests or plant 
diseases, the low prices that may pre- 
vail when the farmer has to sell and 
other unforeseen circumstances may 
interfere to make all farm plans al- 
most worthless from a practical stand- 

This Is often quite true with refer- 
ence to plans made for a particular 
year. But when the plans are ba 
on average conditions for a long 
ries of years then the objections do 
nnr hold. for. -while we cannot tell 
what may happen during any particu- 
lar season, we can foretell with con 
siderable accuracy what the average 
conditions will be over a series, say, 
of ten years. The whole business of 
insurance Is based on the reliability of 
averages. It cannot be foretold just 
who nut of a thousand persons will 
die next year, but it can be stated 
with much certainty about how many 
persons out of the thousand will die. 
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that a few fundamental points in 
farming be kept constantly in mind: 

First — The plan should provide a 
reasonable reward for the labor and 
capital invested. 

Second— The fertility of the farm 
should be maintained or increased. 

Third— The plan must be suited to 
the capabilities of the owner for car- 
It is assumed that in order to replan 
a farm for profit It is necessary to 
consider the capabilities of the farmer 
to put the new plan into effect. This 
in general will render it necessary to 
recombine the phases of farming with 
which he is already familiar or to 
bring in new features which are not 
very dissimilar to the ones he is al- 
ready

Of The United States Will Aid 
Rural Schools in County. 



W. M. Hits, , Assistant Secretary Depart 
ment of Agriculture, Writes Letter Ten- 



Times: Manifesting from the start 
a keen interest in the Jefferson coun- 
ty campaign for a county system of 
consolidated rural schools, the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington, through As- 
s'stant Secretary W. M. Hays, bis 
written tendering the services of a 
department expert in redistricting 
le county, is the movement is car- 
ed to a successful termination. 
Assistant Secretary Hays suggests 
G. W. Knorr. a department expert, 
ise home is in Shelby county, this 
te. as a good man. That there 
be an equitahle division # of the 
y-two new schools, planned, there 
3 doubt but that the county will 
©districted, if the campaign for 
the consolidated system is successful 
In that case the Rural School Com- 
mittee, has indicated that it will 
gladly avail itself of the services 
if the Government expert. 

In a letter to Chairman J. B. Mc- 
Ferran, of the Rural School Commit- 
tee. Assistant Secretary Haysstrong- 
ly indorses the campaign, saying 
among other things: 
"The cost of this change in your 
juntry school system seem expen- 
ve to some, but in a decade or two 
it will have resulted in so increasing 
the production per worker and per 
acre that the annual cost will be re- 
turned fivefold. Besides this, much 
of the discomforts of isolation on the 
farm will have been overcome and a 
more sociable, wholesome and better 
civilization produced. 

'I am very glad to learn from Mr. 
Knorr that you visited the Consoli- 
dated Rural Schools in Indiana and 
learned the facts at first hand 
Mr. Knorr. If every county in the 
United States would thus investigate 
this matter by sending committees to 
localities where this form of schools 
has been developed, the un 
judgment of these committees would 
induce the people to see that this 
new kind of school is not a perman- 
ent cost, but is a means to greatly in- 
crease the net profits of the farms 
of the district. 

I sincerely hope that you i 
ceed. because it will put your countv 
forward in Kentucky and in the 
United States as a model in country- 
life organization. If you can thus 
show such enterprise it will have 
unusual claims on the State and Fed- 
eral Government to make soil sur- 
veys, farm management surveys 
good road surveys and such othei 
preliminary studies as would enable 
the county most wonderfully and per- 
manently to organize its country life 
affairs.

"This is the first time that such a 
plan has been taken up on so large a 
scale, although it has been worked 
out in townships before. Its success 
will be watched by the country at 
large These schools are expected 
to accomplish great results in the re- 
juvenation of country life, will per- 
mit thorough instruction in agri- 
cultural and economics, and if adopt- 
ed may be followed by similar work 
elsewhere in the United States.''

thase should be thinned out judiciously 
the following summer. Those left wul

It is practi ally impossible to destroy 
a severe infestation of the scale where 
the branches of the tree ar« left high 

there is little scale, suvh severe treat- 
ment is not advisable, but two or three 
years should be taken to accomplish 
this heading in. The first year only 
one-third to one-half of the msiu 
branches should be cut severely— that 
is. from six to twelve feet from where 
they fork. The rest of the top should 
be cut back to a limited extent. Wa- 
ter sprouts will grow on the large 
branches near where they fork from 
the trunk, and the best of these should 
be allowed to grow, the balance being 
thinned out ths following summer 
The nest year this same process 
should be repeated, and so on until an 
entirely new top can be constructed, 
ready for business. This will be in 
from two to five years, according to 
the condition of the tree. Where such 
severe cutting back Is practiced great 
care must be exercised in the treat- 
ment of the wounds by painting or tar- 
ring for the first few years: otherwise 
canker may set in and the blanches 
decay. The above directions are for 
constructing a new top without any at- 
tempt to change the variety. Should 
one wish to graft the top to a new va- 
riety conditions would have to be 
somewhat modified. 

Root Celery. 

Not every one knows there Is a va- 
riety of celery which makes a large 
root like a turnip and Is an exceeding 
ly fine salad vegetable. 

The seed is sown and the plsnts are 
planted exactly the same as the better 
known vafiatiM. but when the foots 
have grown large enough, which Is 
by the middle of autumn, they are 
dug up as wanted, the tops are trim 
med off and the bulbs ars then clean- 
ed and scraped and boiled tender 
They ars then sliced and laid in weak 
vinegar, to be served like pickles, or 
they may be served with eream or 
French dressing, the same as potato 
lalad. The flavor is mild and de-
